If Hitler cannot win a smashing victory by the end of 
September his whole Russian adventure will have proven a 
great mistake, William H. Chamberlain, Cambridge, Mass., 
U.S.A., famous foreign correspondent, declared on his arrival 
here Monday. He was accompanied by Mrs. Chamberlain 
and they are guests at the Macdonald following a holiday 
trip to Jasper, Lake Louise and other points.

Powerful Ca 


Carefully, Thought-Out 
Training Plan Secret Of 
Efficiency and Strength 


This is the first in a series of 
articles on the Canadian 
Army's Training and Reinforc- 
ing Program.

HE first requisite of a succéss- 

ful leader in war is realism. 
We can thank God. that Britain's 
and Canada’s military leaders are 
, Tealists, Neither the British nor 
Canadian Army Commanders or 
Chiefs of S'aff have been led astray 
by newspaper headlines of lightning- 
strokes against ill-equipped, old- 
style armies, into hopes of a walk- 
over war. They have no dreams uf 
an army of magicians, They have 
no. pleasantly conjured up (for 
themselves a mythical force of ma- 
chines and scientists, such as the 
comic supplements portray, which 
will crash through all opposition 
with fantastic ease, 

Genera] Sir John Dill, Chief of 
the Imperial General Staff, Lieut.- 
Gen,, Sir Alan Brooke, G.O.C, Home 
Forces, in which the Canadian 
Corps serves, Lieut.-Gen. A. G. lL. 
McNaughton, Canadian Corps 
Commander, and Major-Gen. H, D. 
G. Crerar, Chief of the Canadian 
General Staff, are facing the blunt 


facts ofthe ruthlessness of the’ 


struggle in which we are engaged. 
They foresee the hard truths of the 
battles of decision, which will only 
be won by fighting. 


IMPLACABLE PURPOSE 

Unlike impractical side-line stra- 
tegists, which all wars know. And 
unlike some impatient arm-chair 
critics, which all armies have, and 
who seem to think that a modern 
eoldier can be created overnight, 
they are realistically building an 
army of hard-fighting, well-drilled 


soldier-‘echnicians — to meet and 
defeat the German army! 
That, and nothing else, and 


nothing else diverts them from the 
implacable pursuit of that purpose. 

The men who are building, train- 
ing and commanding the Canadian 
Army clearly see the need for haste, 
but they also know that a modern 
army can be created through a long, 


tedious process of hard work and | 


hard training, They know that an 
undisciplined soldier was a danger 
to himself, his comrades and his 
cause in all older wars, and that a 
half-trained soldier in today's 
scientific warfare is a_ positive 
menace. They know that the indi- 
vidual soldier is of much greater 
importance and is far more diffi- 
cult to train for mechanized war 
than in any previous military age. 


SENSE OF URGENCY 

If complaints about too much 
complacency in Canada are some- 
times justified, they are not appli- 
cable to the men who are building 
the Canadian Army. From Minister 
of National Defence, the Hon. J.

A POWERFUL TANGIBLE 

It is a long-range program which 
began from a s‘anding start of less 
than 10,000 men in all three Cana- 
dian fighting services. It has been 
hampered from the outset by an 
inevitable shortage of equipment. 
It has had to be ‘changed again and 
again to mect ever-altering tactics 
and war situations, but which, de- 
spite all setbacks and handicaps, is 
now swiftly transforming that 
strategic conception into a tangible, 
powerful, well-trained army. 

The whole gigantic, training 
structure in Canada, wiih its 
scores of camps, depots and 
training centres situated across 
the Dominion, and with many 
complex and diverse aims within 
it, is single-mindedly siriving to- 
ward one definite end; that is to 
the day when it will battle in 
Canada's name against the Nasi 
scourge beside the British Army. 
Every effort is made to ensure 
that Canadian reinforcements will 
be of maximum usefulness in the 
Canadian Corps in operations with 
the British Army against the com- 
mon enemy.

INVALUABLE POLICY 

This definite pointing of Cana- 
dian troops to the conditions they

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Dangers In Propaganda 


The German propaganda machine 
has carried its claims of Russian losses 
to such preposterous lengths that these 
claims, of their own fantastic quality, 


stand self-identified as shameless lies. 


The Nazis say they have killed some 
four to five million Russian soldiers. If 
this is so, it must be exceptionally lusty 
ghosts that stand between Hitler's 
armies and their objectives. 

They say they have destroyed nine 
thousand Russian planes. If this is so, 
those bombers that rained down death 
over Berlin on Thursday night must 
have been exceedingly deadly phantoms. 

Time and time again, the Germans 
have made claims to the seizure of 
positions that have been thoroughly 
disproven within the next few hours. 

Now all of this, of course, weakens 
the force of Goebbel’s propaganda. No- 
body believes him when he does tell the 
truth, if ever. Moreover, this wholesale 
lying tends to diminish the dignity, 
lower the prestige and degrade stand- 
ing of Hitler's Reich. 

It is inevitable that neutral people 
should react to this stupid mendacity 
with the thought that the Reich must 
be pretty feeble inside if it has to re- 
sort to much ridiculous devices to cover 
up its failures. 

There will be a tendency, naturally, 
to believe that the German failures are 
even greater than they are. And this 
i gee then, will more than defeat 

own purpose. 

But there is an even greater danger 
in all this grandiose lying. It is a danger 
that threatens the inner fabric of the 
Nazi state. 

Every organization of men, no mat- 
ter how malignant it may be, must rest 
upon some internal moral standards. 

ere is said to be “honor among 
thieves”. There has to be some feeble 

. flickerings of honor among thieves or 
they could not work together. There 
must be some point, however infin- 
itesimal and remote, at which even evil 
men can meet in principle and trust 
each other. 

This orgy of lying, perpetually abus- 
ing and weakening moral standards 
within the Reich, will tend to destroy 
the cohesive factors in the Reich. It is 
a disruptive force that is bound to react 
against Naziism itself. 

Day by day, the malevolent little 
liars who disdain veracity and hand out 
such fantastic stories about German 
successes that never occurred are ‘pull- 
ing down Hitler's house of cards. 

Day by Day, they are hastening the 
inevitable destruction of their mon- 
strous state. 


These Also Count 


Czechoslovak officers have arrived 
in Canada to start recruiting. They 
hope to raise a complete division of 
men of that nationality or descent from 
those now living in the Dominion and 
the United States.

Russia The Unspeakable! 


The Lindberghs and Wheelers and 
Nyes are playing up to Hitler's lead in 
great style. They are stressing the 
“cruelty and godlessness and barbar- 
ism” of Russia as a reason why it would 
be wicked for the United States to give 
the Soviets any help in resisting the 
murder and plunder and enslavement of 
their people. 

Nothing said naturally about the 
cruelty and godlessness and barbarism 
of Herr Hitler, witneased by the perse- 
cution of Christians and Jews in Ger- 
many, and einen of perhaps a mil- 
lion women, children and male civilians 
from Norway and Britain to Greece and 
Crete. 

This of course the Fuehrer counted 
on his agents and dupes doing, in the 
United States, and elsewhere. There 
were many reasons for his attack on 
Russia. One was that the isolationists 
and appeasers and Quislings in the 
United States had run out of platform 
ammunition. They were losing ground 
steadily and rapidly. Hence, for this 
among other reasons, the Fuehrer de- 
cided to drop the role of Genghis Khan 
and don the robes of a champion of 
civilization against the “cruel, godless 
and barbaric” Bolsheviks. 

Hitler knew his claquers. They took 
the cue at once, and are as eloquent 
over the crimes of Russia as they are 
silent about the crimes of Nazi Ger- 
many. 

That this will swing the United 
States into pro-Hitler sentiment, or 
even back into a neutral attitude, is not 
at all likely. Russia is not a world 
menace; Nazi Germany is. Those are 
the patent facts. They cannot be ob- 
Scured by comparisons of the records 
for cruelty, godlessmess and barbarity. 

Russia is fighting Hitlerism. The 

harder the fight it can make, the more 
secure will the United States and all 
other peaceful countries be. The more 
help it gets, the more damage it can do 
to the common enemy. If the Lind- 
“berghs have any purpose beyond keep- 
ing themselves in the limelight, their 
hope is that Russia will be beaten and 
its mineral and other resources fall into 
the hands of Hitler to be used by him 
in destroying the democracies which 
have as yet escaped his onslaught.

From Europe But From

By WALTER LIPPMANN 


The latest statement from Mr. Hoover, 
Mr. Landon and a number of other emi- 
nent men is so astounding that it can be 
explained only by saying that the man 
who wrote it and those who signed it have 
not taken the trouble to discuss the situa- 
tion with responsible and_ informed 
persons.

Verge of War 

There in the Far East during the past 
week we have been on the very verge of 
war, not of the ima war of the 
isolationists in whieh American soldiers 
are supposed to be landed in Europe to 
fight their way to Berlin, but of a very 
real war in the Pacific which might begin 
any day. Yet in regard to this extremely 
urgent and dangerous threat of war, Mr. 
Hoover and his friends have not a word 
to say. Indeed, they seem to be unaware 
of it. Thus they talk about “the Axis,” 
which means any and Italy, and 
never even refer to the power—namely, 
Japan—against which the main body of 
all our forces is mobilized. 

They complain about the occupation of 
Iceland and the Atlantic naval patrol and 
“other belligerent moves” against Ger- 
many and Italy, but they are silent about 
the momentous action in freezing the ‘= 
anese assets and in establishing 
machinery of an embargo against Japan. 
If only they had taken the precaution to 
examine the real situation, and to inform 
themselves before issuing their statement, 
they would never find themselves in the 
position of seeking to prevent war in the 
abstract, yet ignoring the most immediate 
and the most likely actual war in which 
the United States may become directly 
and deeply engaged. 


Explosive Situation 

In fact, it is evident from their state- 
ment that they do not realize that since 
the Japanese occupation of Indo-China, 
the situation in the Pacific has become so 
delicate and so explosive that only the 
most powerful diplomatic action, and 
some good luck besides, can prevent war. 
What Mr. Hoover thinks about this 
desperately real problem in the Pacific, he 
has never ventured to tell the American 
pecple. 

Yet, as a matter of history, the present 
phase. of the conflict between Japanese 
imperialist expansion and the nited 
States began when Mr. Hoover was Presi- 
dent, and the original and fundamental 
decision to oppose Japan was made by 
him. He was the President who decided 
not to recognize the first Japanese aggres- 
sion—in Manchuria in 1931. And he was 
the President who sent American repre- 
sentatives to Geneva to rouse the world 
against Japan. And he was the President 
who sent his Secretary of State to Mr. 
Roosevelt, when he was President-elect, 
to see to it that the Hoover-Stimson policy 
of opposing Japanese aggression would be 
maintained by his successor. 

Yet today when his successor is face to 
face with the final co uences of that 
policy, and in the very week that the issue 
has been rising to the extreme crisis, Mr. 
Hoover is out with a statement which has 
been written by somebody who does not 
know that there is a crisis in the Far East. 


Hoover's Policy , 


For if you take the generalities in the 
statement and try to apply them to the 
actualities in the Far East, they do not 
make sense. One would have to say that 


| Mr. Hoover now advocates the following: 


that we should not have frozen Japanese 
assets or cut off fuel and metals, for these 
are certainly “belligerent moves,” which 
the statement deplores, that apart from 
delivering supplies to the Chinese govern- 
ment in San Francisco we should do 
nothing for China, that we should not 
oppose Japan if she seizes the Netherlands 


| Indies or Singapore, that we should stand 


by and let Japan obtain control of the 


should let the British be driven out of the 
Pacific, that we should let Australia fall 
under Japanese domination, that we 
should let the Philippines be encircled and 
rendered helpless, that we should be un- 
interested in whether Japan conquers 
Siberia or becomes allied with a Russian 
puppet government and thus establishes 
herself as our nearest neighbor in Alaska. 

Thus Mr. Hoover, who initiated the 
present policy of opposing Japanese ex- 
pansion, would now, if his statement is to 
be taken as applying to the Far East, let 
the Japanese expand, let them conquer 
the Chinese, the British, the Dutch and the 
Russians in Siberia. Thus if we ever do 
have to fight Japan to make good the 
policy Mr. Hoover inaugurated, we shall 
have the satisfaction of doing it all alone, 
uncontaminated by association with any 
imperfect or distasteful allies. 

An Oversight 

It is more generous to suppose that Mr. 
Hoover does not think these things, that, 
in fact, he accidentally overlooked the Far 
Eastern situation and forgot to think about 
it at all. The disservice of a statement 
like Mr. Hoover’s is that it wil] be read in 
Japan, and the Japanese will quite 
naturally suppose no ex-President of the

Those lying despatches. from Hitler's 
headquarters with the Nazi armies, about 
the overwhelming and _ catastrophic 
defeat of the Russians and the complete 
destruction of the Soviet air force, were 
probably as much meant as “gome-on 
stuff” for Japan, as to bolster up own 
prestige at home. 

She Got British Justice 
A singular tribute to British justice 


was uttered the other day in London by a 
German woman. As she left the Old 


against her former mistress, wife of a 
British army officer, she said, “I think the 
sun is shining doubly on English justice 
today.” 

The woman, Miss Irma Muller, aged 
41, had been cook for Mrs. Heather Camp- 
bell Grenville Holms, known also as 
“Mago, Psychologist.” When war broke 
out Mrs. Holms told the cook that she 
would be well advised to draw her sav- 
ings, amounting to £140, out of the Postal 
Savings Bank,‘and deposit them with her, 
lest she lose her money in an internment 
rush. When she asked her mistress later 
for the money, the mistress refused to give 
it up. On the advice of a friend the Ger- 
man woman told the police, who charged 
Mrs. Holms with theft. 

Though Captain Holms made reatitu-, 
tion on his wife’s behalf, the trial pro- 
ceeded before Lord Coleridge and a jury. 
In his charge to the jury, Lord Coleridge 
reminded jurors that above the dome 
of the chief crimina) court in the city 
stands the dominant figure of Justice. In 
one hand she holds a sword to smite down 
the evildcer; in the other she holds the 
scales of justice. “Do not let any prejudice 
disturb the even balance of those scales,” 
he adjured them. 

Mrs. Holms was found guilty and 
sentenced to six months imprisonment. 
Imagine if the case had been reversed, and 
an English servant were to bring a charge 
against the wife of a Nazi officer. That's 
the difference between justice in a free 
British country and tyranny under Nazi- 


rt Dutch Tongue-Twisters 


Dutch is the one European lengua 
that balks the spies. It takes a born Hol- 
lander to correctly pronounce the twists 
of the tongue. Some of the radio an- 
nouncers, commenting on the V campaign 
says that to the Netherlanders “V” means 
“vreiheidt” for freedom. Actually it is a 
more difficult combination, “vrijheid” 
with the “e” as in fret and the “t” sound 
more like an ee. 

The Dutch “sch” sound in such words 
as ‘“scherpschutten” for sharpshooter, 
“echietachift for rangefinder and ‘ 
“schape erder” for sheepshearer takes 
a Dutch throat structure to properly 
pronounce. 

With that explanation, one can better 
understand the story of the nappsuiog 
during the invasion of Holland, when the 
country was alive with German agents.

Behind it is apparent the German 
apprehension of a British or American 
offensive which this Nazi pressure is in- 
tended to head off in the immediate 
future, An offensive to prevent an 
offensive of the Nazi idea. 

What form this offensive might take 
has been the subject of countless rumors 
and considerable speculation. 

The Tribune of Geneva has pointed out 
editorially that it might be directed 
against the larger possibilty of United 
States entry into the war, but that it might 
also be a defense move against a new Brit- 
ish campaign in North Africa. 

Or, this paper added, it might even 
mean a new Axis drive against the British 
Empire which would require the fuller 
support of France as a beginning. 

North Africa 

Most of the evidence points to British 
action in North Africa with the possibil- 
ity that it might extend to Sicily and per- 
haps Italy itself. 

There has* been an apparent in- 
tensification of activity in this region, in- 
cluding British raids on Crete—the first 
since we lost the island to the air-borne 
eit of Hitler. 

e Italiahs, reduced almost to col- 
lapse in the early spring, would again be 
required to bear the brunt of such a move. 

Genera] Erwin Rommel, the Nazi mili- 
tary genius, who rescued Cyrenaica, at 
least temporarily, for the Axis, is not be- 
lieved to have returned to his African 
command since he was called to Germany 
for conferences several weeks ago and 
there are unconfirmed reports that Ger- 
man troops in Africa are being steadily 
decreased by illness and by withdrawals 
similar to those in Greece and parts of the 


Balkans. 
Britain’s Turn Next 

Britain, so far, has been able to match 
the brilliant and smashing successes of 
the Nazis with only negative achieve- 
ments of which her very existence is one, 

General Sir Archibald Wavell’s cam- 
Paign in Africa rocked the world structure 
of Italy but was soon wiped out in turn. 
Syria and Irag can in no sense be termed 
a true test of arms or prestige. 

Sometimes, apparently success has 
been almost within the British grasp. 

There is a report current in French 
official circles that had the English been 
able to hold Crete for two more days the 
Germans would have withdrawn. 

For the most part, the British action 
has _been a question of strategic retreats. 

_ The British have fought everywhere in 
this war with the cards stacked against 
them and with their star definitely in the 
descendant. 

Not once have they fought a major 
action under favorable circumstances or 
on even terms. All that is yet to come. 


Friends Have Faith 


Yet such is the faith in the power of 
Britain and the stamina of British fight- 
ing men, that even these negative suc- 
cesses have been sufficient to keep alive a 
Spark of resistance in most of the occupied 
countries, 

Moreover, the inability of the Nazis to 
come to grips with the British has spread 
Caer Merona and doubt in the Reich 
itself.

He has shown himself 
to be a most determined and suc- 
cessful leader, his example of cour- 
age and skill being of great advan- 
tage to his squadron.” 

Later he was awarded the “Croix 
De Guerre” by the Gov. of France, 
and in 1918 he received the “dis- 
tinguished flying cross.” 

Mr. Lally was well known to the 
citizens of Wainwright, being the 
past district deputy grand master 
of the Masonic Lodge and a charter 
member of the Eastern Star. He 


served as mayor, police magistrate, 
and was a member of the first Board 
of Trade.

It is just over two years since 
I spoke to the American people 
and my purpose then was to thank 
constant friends for much kind- 
ness. It is to those same friends, 
and of even greater kindness, that 
I want to speak today, 

We, like yourselves, love pedce, 
and have not devoted the years be- 
hind us fo the planning of deatn 
and destruction; and yet, fearless 
in the valor of our people, we have 
not lacked our enemy; and it is 
only now that we are beginning to 
marshal around us in their full 
strength the devotion and yesources 
of our great British Commonwealth 
of Nations, which will in the end, 
please God, assuredly prevail. 


BEAR HEAVY BURDEN 

Through these waiting months a 
heavy burden has been borne by 
our people. As I go amongst them 
I marvel at their unshakable con- 
stancy. In many cities their homes 
lie in ruins, many of these ancient 
buildings which you know and love 
hardly less than we do ourselves, 
Women and children have been 
killed, and even the sufferers in 
hospitals have not been spared. 

Yet hardship has only stecled 
our hearts and strengthened our 
resolution. 

Wherever I go, I see bright eyes 
and smiling faces, for though our 
road is steady and hard, we know 
that we fight in a great cause, It is 
not our way in dark days to turn 
for support to others, but even had 
we been minded to do so your in- 
stant help would have foretold us, 


AMERICAN GENEROSITY 
The warmth and sympathy of

I could con- 
tinue to list almost indefinitely so 
manifold is the service which our 
women in Britain are giving. But 
I want to tel] you that whatever the

Snead's final 69 
gave him a 72-hole 
total of 274, six 
under par for the 
full four rounds.

It also gave him his third Canadian 

title in four years and his second in 

a row. It was worth $1,000 to him. 
Snead’s greateft tournament ex- 

perience stood him in good stead 

when he and Gray, both of whom 


were harried by tremendous gel- 
leries, fired their way through the 
last 18 holes. Gray gave a great per- 
formance but he tightened up under 
the friendly but exceedingly vocif- 
erous attentions of his followers. 


SARAZEN THIRD 

Jaunty Gene Sarazen, the squat 
Squire of Tuckahoe, N.Y., finished 
in third place with a total of 277— 
only one stroke behind Gray. He 
negotiated the final 18 holes in even 
par. 

Gray fought a gallant battle 
against Snead but he ran foul of 
the jinx which has always pursued 
Canadian Professionals in this 
tournament. No Canadian has won 
the Dominion title in the last 27 
years. 


IN BRUSH AND BRACKEN 
Bobby was in the brush and 
bracken three times, in a creek once 
and still he managed to reach the 
nine-hole mark only two strokes 
over par.

, Aug. 11—An ofticlatty 
released incidental from the 
Nasi hurrah department has Max 
Schmeling, the former pugilist. 
safely back on his ,baronial estate 
near Berlin and newly decorated 
with the Iron Cross plus a couple 
Of extra curlicues. 

This could be, and probably is. 
The story of his demise in Crete 
was originally authored out of 
London, and nobody was ever pro- 
duced who professed to have gazed 
in person on the corpus delict!, The 
German version was that the 
former world heavyweight fistic 
champion had, indeed, descended 
upon Crete with the Nazi bat corps, 
but had eaten some chocolate 
hastily abandoned by the British 
and had developed such a,stomach- 
ache that he had to be evacuated 
to a base hospital in Athens. 

New they've freighted him 
further back, and have awarded 
him official honors—apparently 
for the stomach-ache—an item 
that will give a Boston tavern- 
keeper named Jack Sharkey a 
wry grin, for he undoubtedly re- 
members another sudden descent 
of Max Schmeling’s, another 
paralyzing stomach-ache, and 
another efficial award of honors, 
under slightly different circum- 
stances.

That, and considerable else, 
made most of those obituaries not 
only premature but’ preposterous. 
Here was no sweet, dumb Gérman 
boy, doing his honest best in a 
black-hearted racket. Here was, 
instead, a cule cluck who came 
across in a shoe-top suit and a hard 
rubber collar to shake down an 
éstablished industry as It has sel- 
dom been shaken. Maybe he was 
only showing the Nazi economists

Sharkey's last words on the 
gentleman were funny. 

“Along with that Iron Cross, or 
even without it,” the perspiring 
Squire said, “he ought to open & 
window every morning wherever 
he is and start his day off with, 
‘God Bless America.’ There's a guy 
who really ought to be able to sing 
it with fervor!”

Against Nazis 


soe Aug. 11--(CP)—The 
Royal Air Force stepped ep ite

No opposition was encountered in 
the air over France, the air min- 
istry said, but two British bombers 
and one fighter were lost over the 
channel.

Looking Back As No. 2 A.0.S. Celebrates First Birthday 


M.P. Urges 


As Opposed To Aid For 
Red Party In Conflict: 
War Production Needed 


All possible aid to the Soviet Union but none to the Com- 
munist Party, was the view expressed by Angus MacInnis, 
.C.C.F, member of parliament for Vancouver East, who ar- 
rived here Sunday to address the C.C.F. summer school, at 


e e ,, Elk Island Park. 
Aid For Russia 


The C.C.F. member stated he 
was speaking as a private citisen 
in expressing the view that con- 
scription of manpower is not yet 
needed in Canada, 

“In my own opinion production 
of physical goods is of much greater 
importance in Canada yet," Mr, 
MacInnis said to reporters, Mr. 
MacInnis reminded interviewers of 
recent statements of Ernest Bevin 


and other prominent Britishers, 
who advocated taking skillful work- 
ers out of the armed forces and 
placing them back in industry. 


“If that is true to Britain I'm 
sure it applies in much greater 
force to Canada, where we have 
all the resources and means of 
supplying the things necessary for 
the war effort, even to the ships 
to carry these things to Britain 
and to all parts of the world,” the 
C.C.F. member said, 

Asked concerning the agitation of 
the Canadian Tribune, a Toronto 
weekly, for the exchange of trade 
and military missions between Can- 
ada and _ the Soviet Union, Mr. Mac- 
Innis sald: 

“I am personally for all aid to 
the Soviet Union but none to the 
Communist Party. The Communist 
Party here has demonstrated that 
it has no loyalties, except to the 
Soviet Union, but I am for anything 
that will help in the defeat of Hit- 
ler,” he added. 


CAUSTIC OF COMMUNISTS 

Mr, MacInnis was rather caustic 
over the lightning change of Can- 
adian Communists toward the war 
and their efforts to depict the So- 
viet Union in the role of the sole 
saviors of civilization since the Ger- 
man attack on that country. 

“I think the people who have 
really saved civilisation so far 
were those who held out until the 
last at Dunkerque, and the un- 
daunted peoples of the British 
Isles, who endured the horrors 
of months of aerial bombardment 
and emerged with their spirit un- 
conquered,” the visitor said, 

“I sincerely hope that one of the 
results of this war will be the és- 
tablishment of freedom in Russia," 
Mr. MacInnis declared. 

Mr. MacInnis said that increased 
activity in war industries was 
noticeable ‘at the coast, but said 
there had been some stoppages be- 
cause of a shortage of steel. 


FAR EAST CRISIS 

The most recent crisis with Japan 
has caused No hysteria among resi- 
dents of the Pacific coast, he said.

The saving that can be effected 
in energy, however, is considerable, 
It takes less energy to sit down and 
do your work than it does to stand: 

Sit on a high stool 
when you wash and dry the dishes 
and iron, and have a low, comfort- 
able chair to sit in when you pre-| 
pare the vegetables, 

In the long run it takes less 
energy to hold your back in a nice 
straight line than to slump, so try

Eyes may look bright and 
healthy and yet lack that sharp- 
ness of vision which makes read- 
ing a pleasure. Toe many child- 
ren struggle through the early 
grades of school unable to learn 
to read, hating school work, 
dawdling at their tasks and play- 
ing sick, only because they sre 
unable to see what other children 
see se clearly, 

‘An examination of the eyes—and 
doctors have such clever ways of 
showing up deficiencies, even if the 
child can't read—is imperative for 
all children, especially those too 
young to be articulate about their 
own symptoms. 

Hearing is no less vital a consid- 
eration, for sharp hearing is essen- 
tial to learning. The child must get 
the teacher's orders and hear the 
other pupils’ recitations if he is not 
to. get the reputation of being dull 
or inattentive. 

A child’s intelligence may be 
beyond question, but he cannot use 
it unless his eyes and ears are 
functioning ably.

American women are 
take it on the chin. 


The American hosiery industry 
uses 90 per cent of all the silk im- 
ported, turning out for luxurious 
femmes a half billion pairs of silk 
hose every year—using more silk 
than do all the other women in the 
world put together. At present, 
counting raw stocks and retailers’ 
inventories, there is an estimated 
four to five months’ silk stocking 
supply on hand—assuming that the 
current mass raids on_ hosiery 
counters do not exhaust stores’ re- 
serves much sooner, 

Army and navy experts assure 
the ladies that they don't want to 
be mean by taking silk that might 
be used for stockings. But syn- 
thetic silks stretch and bag too 
much for use as parachutes and all- 
silk -powder-bags for big guns are 
the only ones that burn up com- 
pletely when fired and don't foul 
gun barrels. 


CATCHES IN SILK 
STOCKING SITUATION 

There are some catches to almost 
every glamorous substitute for silk 
stockings. With nylon, in fact, 
there are two catches. One is that, 
even with the new plant duPont 
hopes to have ready for production 
in six or eight months, nylon can 
supply only about 28 per cent of 
the hosiery industry's needs. The 
second catch is that this new plant 
may have to be turned over to 
filling defence orders. That has 
already happened to the American 
Viscose company which formerly 
made its silk synthetic, vinyon, 
into hosiery yarn. Now the chem- 


going to 


* feals once used for making vinyon 


are used for plastic insulating ma- 
terials. 

With rayon, too, there are catches. 
All rayon yarn is now under an 
allotment system. Manufacturers 
are going on a hand-to-mouth basis, 
though they have net had to cur- 
tail yet. 


This isn't all directly due to de- 
fence, although there are lots of 
new military items using rayon, 
such as parachutists’ jump suits, 
small parachutes. for dropping 
marine mines, electric wire insula- 
tions, and the cords and chevrons 
decking army and navy uniforms. 
The main reason for rayon allot- 
ments is that increased American 
purchasing power has made great 
inroads on all rayon products, espe- 
cially since the ingenuity of manu- 
facturers and scientis}s has found 
so many new and tempting ways 
of using rayon. 

GOODBYE TO 
FLATTERING SHEERS 

Incidentally, the kind of high- 
tensile rayon which makes 4-thread 
hosiery, the sheerest that can be 
made of rayon to date, is now being 


made into aviniiun tire reinforce- 
ments. Normal twists, which will 
still be available to some extent, 
are only good for service weight. 
So goodbye to that almost-bare 
allure imparted by filmy 2-thread 
sheers. 


The tops in cotton hosiery, finest 
count English lisle, can outdo rayon 
with 3-thread sheerness. The de- 
partment of agriculture has been 
experimenting for several years to 
produce glamorous cotton stockings 
which might consume some of the 
huge cotton surplus. It has put out 
some rather nifty cotton-mesh num- 
bers and has also tried cotton and 
rayon mixtures, crochet-stitches and 
heavier sport stockings. But sheer 
cotton hose is a complicated busi- 
ness and the U.S. simply doesn’t 
have the machinery to apin fine 
lisle thread. The final coup is 
added by the fact that long-staple 
cotton is necessary for really fine 
thread, and distant Egypt is the 
prime source for it. U.S. cotton is

Commission On 
Grass Land Is 
New Proposal 


Establishment ef a seven-mem- 
ber provincial grasa grasing com- 
mission, similar to that in the state 
of Montana, is recommended in a 
report dealing with grasing rates 
in the short grass area of Southern 
Alberta, compiled with the co- 
operation of the Short Grass Steck 
Growers’ Association by C. Gra- 
ham Anderson, grasing appraiser 
te the Alberta lands and mines 
department. 

The report was released by Hon. 
N. E. Tanner, minister of lands and 
mines. 

Mr. Anderson commenced his in- 
vestigation of conditions on govern- 
ment authority after the growers’ 
association had made specific re- 
Presentations to the province. 

It is recommended in the report, 
in respect to the grass conservation 
commission, that it be composed of 
the deputy ministers of lands and 
mines, agriculture and municipa) 
affairs or their alternates: one cat- 
tleman each from the short grass 
association and Western Stock 
Growers’ Association and one re- 
presentative from the municipal- 
ities. 

IMPLEMENT POLICY 

A further recommendation is that 
the commission be charged with 
drafting and implementing the pol- 
icy of grazing lands and submar- 
ginal lands of the province, lands 
owned by the crown either origina 
or by tax recovery and lands owned 
by municipalities which have been 
abandoned. 

Mr. Anderson also recommends 
issuing of 20 year leases only in the 

short grass area. 

It is also urged that the govern- 
ment recognize the former grazing 
rental of two cents an acre, flat 
rate, plus two cents @n acre as in- 
equitable in its total of four cents 
an acre in the short grass area in 
periods of drought and low prices. 
Reduction of 25 per cent in the ac- 
cumulation of arreafs of rentals 
since 1932 in the short grass area 
without interest, with the balance 
spread over a 20-year period, is an 
other recommendation.
